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an Eye upon France : IfI fay, ſhe be offended at this, 'tis j:iſt with her, 
as it was with Babylon under Nebuchadnzzzar. France muſt be thought un- 
unrcaſanably captious ; if no body muſt put themſelves into a Poſture 
of Defence for tear of offending Her ; or at leaſt if they muſt nor do 
it, bur when ſhe pleaſes. Bur we muſt tell her, that none of her Netgh- 
bours can be too cautious and ſuſpicious of Her, whoſe Careiles are 1 
deceitful. i 

In ſhorr, the Author obje&s nothing more agaiaſt us, but that there 
was a T reaty at Norimbergh, and a Mecting at Aſpurgh at different times. 
But is he not aſham'd to make ſuch a noile abour ſuch things as theſe 2 
Does he not know, that thoſe Aﬀemblics are uſual to provide for the 
Neceſſities of the Empire ? Either he muſt be very ignorant, or a great 
Forger of Untruths, to call this a Novelty. | 

In a word: We would have our Scribler know, that che Emperour is 
really Emperour; and that he may, when he pleaſes,and as often as he 
pleaſesTreat with the Princes and Cities of the Empire. There is no 
neceſſity for France to ſet her ſelf up for a Queen Regent, or Female Cri- 
tick,to find fault with T'reatics that may be freely cnter'd into, and to 
b/c 4 them for unjuſt while we take no ſuch publick notice of the 

abals, Intrigues, and downright Knaveries of France, which ſhe makes 
uſe of in all the Courts of Germany, and that of Yienna it ſelf, to pro- 
cure Reſolutions and Determinations ro our Prejudice. Certainly if 
France would but refle& upon her owa AXtions, ſhe has all the reaſoa in 
the world to hold her tongue, or rather bluſh for ſhame of her own 
Guilt, inſtead of finding fault with che Mecting at Auſpurgh, and alleds - 
ing it for a proof of ſuppogd intentions. 

Our Cunning Pamphleteer, for another Proof of what he alledges, 
aflerts,as ir were by the by, That the Emperour would not hearken to 
che Propoſal that was made him to change the T'ruce into a perpetual 
Peace:; -which is as much as to ſay, that he would not conſent to quir 
for ever, -and without any hopes of recovery what he had, to his preju- 
dice, parted with all for twenty years; bur what he could never pretend 
to again, according to our Authors way of Arguing, withour exciring 
new Troubles here, he runs poſt becauſe he knows the force of rhe An- 
ſwer that will be made him. Nevertheleſs at the bottom, this is that 
which was the one cauſe of France's lnyaſion, and that which kindled 
ſuch a flaming W ar. | | | 

He cells us, that as ſoon as the King underſt99d rhe certainty of the 
Preparations reſolv'd upon at the Diet of Auſpurgh, he was fo tar from 
being tranſported with any Heats of Animotity , that he only took care 
to fortifie his Frontiers againſt rhe Holtilities delign'd againſt Him, and 
to put himſelf into a poſture of Detence againſt roſe that ſhouli go a+ 
 bour,co aſſault him. But he ſays — of the Emperour's Reſolution 
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"to give over the Buſineſs that was a foor, ſo ſoon as he underſtood that 
it gave occaſion of jealouſie to the King, and that he was laying "a de- 
fign ro make his Complaints to the Courr of Rome ; chofing rather to 
rua the hazard of whatever ſhould happen, than 'give an occafion for 
any ſuch thoughethar he intended to trouble the Repoſe of Chriftendom. 
Bur this was enough tor the Author, to keep up the King's Repuration., 
and he lookt no farrier in telling a ſtory ,, which he knew. if inſiſted 
upon, Would b:t blacken ir the more. And therefore he only tells ns 
at a diſtatice that the King out of an indiſpenſible neceſſity was oblig'd 
eo forcifie his Fronticr Towns; that is to ſay, to exceed rhe power that 
was allow d him by the Truce, by forcitying upon the Rhze' ſuch Poſts 
as neither properly belong'd ro him, nor had been adjudg'd ro him by 
any Definitive Sentence, nor ſurrenJred ro him by the Proprietors, bur 
only intruſted with him for twenty years, to enjoy the Profits. 

' vortices aye all his pains and ſubtlety ro diſcover what the 
Emperour had in his heart, and to conceal what his own King thought, 
yetthe real Intentions both of the one and the Aurhor are caſic to be 
teen. For certain it is that the King ſtill detain'd what no way belong'd 
to him; and that they were oblig'd to truſt him, by reaſon of his pow- 
er, and not upon my foundation of his Lo” while the Emperour 
wholly rely'd upon rhe Juſtice of his Cauſe.” The King provides againſt 
Dangers which he bcliev'd ro be juſt at his door, bur which in truth were 
only imaginary, and the Emperour diftruſted nothing whatever danger 
he foreſaw. The King at length is armid, as I may ſo fay, at all points, 
and is environ'd with Forts to prevent his being ſurpriz'd by the Empe- 
rour ; and the Emperour ſuffers his Frontiers to lie naked and unproyi- 
ded of all things for the King to make an Invaſion when he pleas'd. 

France anticipated with theſe Imaginarions, Sufpitions and Jealouſics, 
by reaſon of the pretended Alliance at Auſpurgh, was in a continual reſt- 
leſneſs, and therefore thus reaſon'd with himſelf: The twenty years du- 
ring which ] am to enjoy ſo many Provinces will flip away. I know 
that all that while, T ſhall have no moleſtation from the Emperour, for 
I know.him to be Conſcientious. Bur at length he will come and defire 
me to reſtore to cvery one what is their due; and who knows whether 
then'all my Forces will be- able to withſtand him ; for he is extreamly 
zealous for Juſtice. He is at preſent aggrandized by the defeat of the 
Turk, and is become greatly potent contrary to all my Thoughts and 
Conjxeftures; for Heaven has after an extraordinary manner prote&ted 
and render'd him very formidable;and belides,being ſupported by thoſe 
with whom he has made an Alliance, 'tis a hundred to one 'bur I ſhall 
be forc'd to yield, and therefore et us provide berimes for our ſecurity 
the beſt we can. Oh! if I could but engage him on my fide. by encou- 
raging him to undertake the total ruin of the Turks and 1sfidels, fo _

they might be expell'd out of Europe,as the Honour of God and his own 
require ; to which purpoſe if he would bur change the Truce into a per- 
perual Peace, that I might enjoy for ever, what] now poſſeſs bur only 
proviſionally, I ſhould then have no cauſe to fear his moleſting me in 
my quiet Pofſefion, for I know what degree he will Religiouſly obferye 
his T reaties and Alliances. ” 

Through the goodneſs of his natural diſpoſition, I hayec hitherto lead 
him which way Fad and I hope to bring him once more to my 
Bow ; bur it bchooves me to a& under hand, that we- may the berter 
ſucceed : Now then for an Expedient. The beſt way will be ro work 
him by the Pope's Counſels, which his Holineſs can do, as being the 
only means to continue his victorious Progrefles in Hungary. Let us 
then try this way, and a& with the Nuncis, as if the Emperour had gi- 
yen His conſent. The Nunczo ſhall give us the Cards, and we'll play the 
Game ; and in truth the Game is begun, but the Serr is nor yet play'd

His Imperial Majeſty hearken'd to the Propolitions waich were made 
him from Rome, but they were couclrd in ſuch Terms that they nuighr 
well be call'd bare Propoſals; that is, when his Holineſs ſpoke as the 
ching came from, himſelf. But the Propoſals chang'd their nature when 
St. Peter abſolutely ſpoke in the behalf of France and the King. For then 
a Haughty Stile was made uſe of, and none bur :harſh Propoſals were 
made, and bur a tew Months time neither allow'd for the Emperour to 
reſolve whether he would obey the King's pleaſure or no. 

T he Emperour could not but ſtand amaz'd art the Courteous Inclina- 
tions of the King ; ſo that he made no difficulty ro, reject the Propolii- 
ons, and ſent an Anſwer to the Pope ; wherein he let it ro his Cos 
deration, whether he had any reaſon to a& otherwiſe , with one that 
treated with ſo much Arrogance. 

'The Emperour well oblerv'd what it was that, France aintd ar, for 
which reaſon he protcſted, that it was not in his power to change the 
Truce into a Perpetual Peace, in regard there were ſo many that com- 
plain'd of their being deſpoil'd of their Goods, and that it was bur juſtice 
to give them a Hearing ; but if his Majeſty would ſuffer things to be 
examin'd according to Right and Equity, his Imperial Majeſty was rea- 
dy to ſet his helpirg hand to the work, as he had ſeveral times declar'd. 
Bur that when the King expected he ſhould proceed wirh precipitation, 


_ andin the dark, before notice given'to rhe Parties concern'd, it was a 


thing to which he could by no means give his conſent. Thar as to what 
he had promigd by the Treaty of the Trucehe ſtill promisd the ſame, 
and that the King had no reaſon to doubt of his performance : and thar 
che ſuſpition and miſtruſt that he had eonceiy'd upon the Mecting ar 
Ayſpursh, was altogether yain and groundie(s, 'as his Imperial Mayelty 
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had made it appear ; that therefore the King, ſo abounding in Menaces, 
might do what he pleas'd;. and for hi FR_ ' he would have recourſe to 
I'S who knew the hearts of men, a whom he hop'd to have.on his 

e. 

Thus this great Fmperour-anſwerd ' his, Holinefs in a Letter written 
with his own hand,for which the Holy Father highly commendcd him. 

After the ſame manner alſo the Empcrour anſwer'd rheKing in writing; 
and causd the ſame thing to be declar'd ro him verbally by his Miniſter 
at Parts,as the Sizur de Croiſyreſtify'd under his hand, adding that theKing 
was rcady to give his Imperial Majeſty Greater Marks than ever of his 
Friendſhip. And thus- you may ſee what the Propofal, and the Anſwer 
ro it, in reference to the T ruce aim'd at. Upon which I chought it con- 

venicat to enlarge, the better to ſhew, how ſuccin& our Author wasu 
on this ſubjx&,upon which he could ſay nothing ſolid, tho he has omit- 
ted nothing in his Manifeſto, that the Subjet would afford him to invent. 

' Now whether this Anſwer ar:d Refuſal were return'd with ſo much 
arrogance as our Author wovld inſfinuate, I leaveto the judgment of all 
thofe who have their underſtandings better regulated than his. There is a 
grcat difference berween the Manners of France, and thoſe of the Empe- 
rour ; and there is no perfon but knows which of the two makes uſe of, 
and talks with moft pride and haughrineſs. 

To pretend therefore that this Refuſal was an argument and proof of 
the Emperour's evil intention againſt France is altogether ridiculous: Bur 
the truth is, that thereby France ſaw her ſelf in a manner fruſtrated of 
all her hopes to level her way to greater — | | 

Eet us take a view of the Third. pretended Proof, and endeayonr to 
make a good provilion of Phlegm;for it is a difficult thing to forbear our 
Paſhon, to hear our Sophiſter argue, while he begins with ſuch an un- 
ſafferable preſumprion to affirm, that ir is a thing ſo clear that a blind 
man may ſee it ; whereas I cannor ſce how he could bring fuch a fimili- 
rude to agree with-his deſign. 

Bur, ſays he, tho all the foregoing Reaſons were not fufficiently pre- 
valent to convince the King of the Reſolutions taken at the Court ot Y:- 
enna to renew the War againſt France, belides many others that might 
he drawn from what has been ſaid (Reaſons indeed that never could be 
produc\l, but by a Head without Brains) who is there, ſays he, thac 
that can any longer queſtion rhe T ruth, after thoſe proofs which the ſaid 

. » Court has given of it, in reference to the Succeſſion of the. Palatinate, and 
the Eleftion of Cologne. | 

So far as I can conjefture, it feems to me that France has her Head: in- 
rOXicated in a ſtrarge Principle: For it is nor caſte to be imagin'd that no 
man can have a Difference purely Civil with France,but that at the ſame 

time ſhe muſt {et up her ſelf as a Judge to derermine the Matter _ 

ing 
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ding to her own will and pleaſure. But this:is a Prerogarive which ſhe 
has taken poſſeſſion of; and it is a truth that che Chamber of Metz has 
thoroughly convinced us of; 'belides many orher proofs of it in ſeveral 
other Places. It bchooves us then to ſubmit to the Deciſions of France ; 
for no man muſt have any petry difference of which ſhe will not be the 
ſole Judge and Arbitratrix. There is no body but mult ſtand in fear of 
her Sic volo, at the ſame inſtant that ſhe pronounces it, without having 
a word to mutter in reply ; and when you declare that you cannot ac- 
cord with her Determinations, and offer any thing, cho never fo ſmall, 
in your own juſtification , *tis neither more nor kts than a polttive De- 
claration of War againſt France, and enough for her to cxpe& and pre- 
pa:e againſt it : This is that which the EleCtor Palatine hasexpericnced ; 
and there is no farther queſtion ro be made of it, when we conlider 
what paſt upon the EleCtion of Cologne. We ſhall diſcourſe both Points, 
beginning with that of the Palatinate Succcſhion. 

So ſoon as Charles the EleQor Palatine dy*d, the Duke of Neuourgh, 
one of the moſt Illuſtrious Princes of Germany, Father of the Empreſs, 
and preſent Queen of Portugal,ſucceeded him in all his T erritories, as be= 
Ing the next Kin of the Male Line of that Iiluſtrious and Ancient Fami- 
ly. By vertue of which Right, he took full and entire Pofleſhon accor- 
ding,to all the Forms of Law. France looking upon this with a {pight- 
ful eye, comes in and ſays, that Madam. Siſter of the deceaſed Charles, 
and Wife to the Duke of Orleans, laid claim in her own behall, to all. 
the Moveables, Free Lands, and Hereditary Fiets, of which there are a. 
Treat Numbcr, more eſpecially ſuch and ſuch. Very good, reply'd the 

leor, let us fee whar Right you have, and then I ll quit my Intereſt ; 
in the mean time, I grant you what I think is your duc, and give you 
poſieffion without any tarther contelt. 

France 1s not'contented with this,burt will have all that ſhe pleaſes ; and. 
all rhac ſhe pleas'd extended fo far, that there was hardly any thing ietc- 
for the Now Elc&or. What ſhall both Parties do to reconcile this difier- 
ence ? Shall they have recourſe to the Emperour and the Empire, who 
arc the ſole Competent Judges in this Diſpute 2 No, no, ſays the King, 
that does not ſtand with my Intercſt.For the Empecor, who has Marry'd . 
the EleRor's Davghtcr, is a Party, and he will judge according to tris, 
AfﬀcQicn ; and the Empire being a Slave to the Empcrour, there is as 
little reaſon to refer it ro them. And therefore we mult find our, fays thc 
King,ſome orhcr Arbitrator Independent from the Empcrour. T he Fle- 
or ſuffers himſclito be over-ruld, the Empcrour conſents, or Makes 
a- mutual compromitte, and fo they make cioice of the Pope as Tae om- 
mon Father, and this upon the Propoſal of France it ſelf. 

Things being tus agreed, the Elcfor orders one of his Minilters to 


refide at Rome tor” a whole year together ; bur as for France, ſhe ſends : 
nane 


none at all. The Fope by his Nuncio ſollicites the King to ſend, and that 
wich great Importunity ; bur no news. So that his Holineſs having wai- 
zed'a long time in vain, reſfoly'd to diſmiſs the EleQor's Miniſter, who 
was thereupon forcd to return without effeFting any thing ; and ſo the 
Bufinels ſtill remains. 

Now ler France tell me, whether ſhe dares deny this to be a true ac- 
count of the whole matter. Can the Author of the Manifeſto draw from 
hence any proof or conſequence of the Emperour's eyil intentions againſt 
her ? Wherefore then does he bring the Emperour into play ? What 
Forces did he fend to affiſt his Father-in-law co defend himielf againſt 
the Enterprizes of France ? What conteſtation in Law has he commencd 
in his own bchalf upon the pretenſions of Madam @* Orleans,or rhe King? 
What ſticcour has he afforded the EleQor, either by his Counſels, or 
otherwiſe, that made the King ſo obſtinate to refuſe ſubmiſſion to the 
Umpirage agreed on ? 

Did his Imperial Majeſty come to the leaſt Reſolution upon this Refu- 
ſal ? Did he not offer his Mediation with all the moſt ſolemn Proteſtaci- 
ons of his ſincere intentions ? Or did he take any notice of the diſtruſt 
which the King had of him ? | 

Whar did not Frazce do, when the Emperor, as a Kinſman, would 
have accepted the Inheritance fallen to the Dake of Lorrain by the death 
of the Dutcheſs of Guiſe, becauſe he underſtood the King was going to 
have the Buſineſs decided by the Parliament of Parss ? What would ſhe 
fay now, it the Emperour ſhould undertake ro determine this Aﬀair by 
the Sword 2 Would ſhe nor fill the world with her Complaints > But 
what reaſon has ſhe to complain in our Caſe? None that I know of, un- 
les it be for ſetting up a Right quice oppoſite to what is ordain'd for all 
che world belides, like that of Zus eft guod placet Potentieri. That is Right 
which pleaſes the ſtrongeſt. | 

And thus you ſee the third Engine or Proof which the Author makes 
uſe of to ſhew the Emperour's il] Intentions to France, quite overturn. - 

I would willingly entcr upon a Refutation of the fourth Proof; but 
firſt I would fain know whar it is that France finds puniſhable in the Pro- 
-ceedings of the Palatine Elef&or, upon the ſcore of this Relation, which 
is no way to be contradicted. | | 

The Manifeſto contains fo many Things quite contrary to T ruth, that 
for that only reaſon we may _ averr the Author oo be a moſt Impu- 
dent Lyar ; particularly in what he ſays concerning the Palatine EleQor; 
that he is pur into poſſeſſion. of things that no way appertain to him, 
and that too without any form of Law. Bur the Emperour,the Empire, 
and all others are ſufficient to teſtifie the falſhood of what he aſſerts : For 
he is not put in Pofſcſſion, neither does he detain any thing but what he 
believes to be his juſt due, by Titles better founded, and far more legal 

than 


than thoſe which France has to Lorrain, which all the World will con- 
teſt with Her, ſo long as the Differences are not yer decided: He is alſo 
in this a moſt egregious Forger of Untruths, to ſay that-it is ſolely the 
Ele&or's fault, char this Difference is not yer determin'd ; fince the Po 
himſelf can teltifie the contrary, as having only ſeen the Elefor's Com- 
miſfioner, bur no body appearing in the behalf of France. He tells ano- 
ther notorious falſhood, where he ſays that the EleQtor rejefted the Pope's 
Mediation ; the contrary to which is well known to all the Court of 
Rome ;, it being France only that render'd the Mediation incffeQtual by 
her delays, at the ſame time that the Pope waited, and all people expe- 
ed the Mediation of the Difference. And laſtly he talks like an Impo- 
ſtor, when he fays, that the Pope was gain'd into a Partiality againſt 
France ;, {1nce it was never known that the true Spirir of St. Peter could 
eyer be brib'd to do injuſtice. | 

But wherefore am I ſo haſty ro make uſe of this word CaJumny in 
diſplaying the Forgeries of our Libeller, when there needs. no more but 
co read his eighth Page,to diſcover the moſt egregious Calumny that the 
ſpirir of Slan.der,that is to ſay the Devil.,could ſugfecſt.Every Period con- 
rains a ſtroke of Blaſphemy.,of Lyes and Fallities by which theRepuration 
of Princes are blacken'd, may ſaid ro be Blaſphemies, conſidering 
their Chara&er as being the Vice-gerents of God, ſo long as they att 
according to Law and Juſtice.

I tremble ro think how bitterly this miſerable wretch of a Scribler

all thoſc other Qualities which accompliſh this Great Prince , whom our

Law : One that ſecks all ways to embroil Europe,that he may preſerve the poſſeſ- 
ſion of that to which be has no right : One who to that end has 1ais'd an infinite 
number of Troubles ; bas made ſecret Alliances againſt France , fomented the 
ill will of her Enemies, and usd all his Endeavoursto perſwaile the Emperour to 
make a. Peace with the Turks, ts the end he may keep poſſe /ſion 'of the Eletto- 
rate, and the Ecclejiaſtical Dignities belonging to it, which he endeavours to 
arrogate to his own uſe, out of an Iofatiabls defire to enrich, and that by mays 
moſt violent, and altogether contrary ts the Canons and Statutes of the Emprre.

end, when I conſider that a Monarch ſhould ſuffer ſuch InveRtives againſt 
che I!litrious Father of an Empreſs and a Queen, ſo contrary to thar 
 Precepr of Morality, 2uod tibi fieri nan vis, alteri ne fecerts.: Do as thou 
would(t be done by. Burt it is a Proverb as well known ., Qu: profert con- 
tumeliam, inſipiens eſt. He that diſperſes Contumelies and Scandals is a 
Fool. To which we may add, Thar there is no credit to be. given to 
thoſe that have loſt their own Reputation, as France has done. 

This Fourth Proof will require a great command of our Paſſioa, for 
there is ſomething in ir ſo malignarx aad wickedly falſe as will give us 
occaſion ſufficient ro exerciſe our Patience. 

The Venom may eaſily be perceiv'd ro lie in the ninth Leaf , where 
what he ſpeaks of the Eleftion of Cologne, is as pure a Romance as ever 
was written, beyond that of Amadis de Gaul. And yet there it is, that he 
endeavours to prove the Excluſion of the Cardinal of Farſtemburgh to be 
an uncontroulable proof of the Emperour's ill Intentions, and extream 
Animoſtty againſt. France. I muſt beg the Reader's Patience, beſides thar 
every Period provokes a Man's Patience ; a ſort of Exerciſe, of which 
the Genins of France is principally Maſter.
